End O f a Sad Chapter

With the issuance of the Reece report charging 
the great tax-exem pt foundations with promoting 
socialism and subversion, a sad chapter m the 
history of congressional investigations comes to 


an end. 
, , 
In the truest .sense, this report of a special 
House committee headed by Rep. Carroll Reece 
of Tennessee is not even a m ajority report, 
the three Republicans who signed it, one did so 
with “strong reservations.” 
And the two Dem­ 
ocrats filed a vigorous dissent from the Reece 
“findings.” 
From start to finish this was an " '- ^ t a " ^ 
inquiry. It really began in the .summer of 19 53, 
when Reece bitterly assailed the foundations m 
a speech urging funds for the investigation. Tlie 
money was voted, even though another loot at 
these organizations had been concluded just six 
months earlier. 
From then until the spring of 19 54, the staff 
of Reece’s committee w'as engaged in preliminary 
research preparatory to public hearings. 
When those hearings w'ere launched, a princi­ 
pal staff member opened the way with a long 
series of “tentative conclusions.” This was the 
first time in the memory of Washington observ­ 
ers that a congressional committee had announc­ 
ed conclusions before tak ing a single word of 
public testimony. 
There after, Reece paraded before the com­ 
mittee a succession of witnesses w'ho a tta c k ^ 
the foundation’s along lines forecast by his 19 
d3 
speech and the staff’s tentative findings. 
The fo u n d atio n v s themselves w'ere never allow­ 
ed to slate their case in public. Reece called off 
the public sessions before this could happen. 
They had to present their side in w ritten state­ 
ments, with no opportunity to develop their argu­ 
ments in the give and tak e of open hearings. 
Reece has not yet published these statements. 
On its face, this record violates virtually every 
precept of fair play to which Americans are dedi­ 
cated. Reece has offered no satisfactory defense 
of these procedures, w'hich ought to em barrass 
every member of Congres« . 
Reece set out in advance to “prove” that the 
foundations had either directed or quietly ac­ 
quiesced in a “plot” to foist socialism and inter- 
nationailsm upon the United States. 
Mind you, 
he is talk ing about the Rock erfeller, Carnegie, 
Ford and other organizations w'hose manage­ 
ment roster reads lik e a who’s w'ho of top Ameri­ 
can businessmen. 
To support his charges, he now offers nothing 
but his own preconceived opinions, flim.sily but­ 
tressed by the testimony of witnesses who never 
dem onstrated any major qualifications for even 
discussing foundations, let alone judging them. 
Since Communists still manage to seep into 
many places in American life, no doubt the foun­ 
dations do not have a perfect record on this 
score. But Reece’s charges are far more sweep­ 
ing vhan thi.s. 
W hat they really seem to mean 
ia that the 
foundations are living 
m a world, and trying to 
help people understand and cope u ith 
a world, 
which Reece does not lik e. He would lik e to re ­ 
peal the course of history since the G reat De­ 
pression. 
His report cannot actually minimize the rich 
contribution they have made to American life. 
It will stand simply as a low -w ater m ark in con­ 
gressional inquiries, and as 
a potential bible for 
political irresponsibles.

Arlhrilig Can Be Helpeii By 


X-ray , Co rtiso ne and A(aTH 


By Edwin P. Jo rdan, M.D. 
Mrs. G, writes that her mother is suffering 
from arthritis of the spine and ask s whether 
it is curable and w hether someone who has it 
is lack ing in vitamin C. 
The second question is com paratively easy 
to answer: There seems little evidence that lack 
of vitamin C in the diet has much, if anything 
to do with most forms of spinal arthritis. With 
respect to the question on cure, although I get 
tired of saying so continuously, the answer de­ 
pends on the k ind of arthritis, its extent, the 
age of the victim and other factors. 
Mrs. G.’s letter raises some other points about 
arthritis of the spine w'hich may be discussed. 
There are several k inds: The cause of some, 
such as tuberculosis arthritis, is k nown and that 
of others is not. Many forms of arthritis of the 
spine may be rather far advanced before they 
produce any pain or other symptoms, and some­ 
times it is actually discovered accidentally when 
an X -ray of the spine is made for some reason. 
One of the common forms of spinal arthritis, 
particularly in elderly people and those who 
are overweight, is a sort of bony degeneration 
which is not accompanied by true inflammation 
of the joints between the vertebrae of the spine. 
As a general rule this does not cause much 
trouble, and since cornpartively little can be 
done for it anyw’ay, it should be considered as 
a sign of advancing years and as an ailment 
rather than as any serious disease. 
If s\Tnptoms from this form of arthrius do 
develop, there is no w'ay of truly restoring the 
joints to normal. The treatm ent must, there­ 
fore, be aimed at relieving the symptoms of 
pam and stiffness insofar as that is possible. 
A back brace can be helpful. The use of a stiff 
m attress or a board under the m attress is also 
commonly recommended. Sometimes heat, mas­ 
sage, or other easures of physical therapy 
bring about considerable relief. Reduction in 
weight also may be of benefit. 
One k ind of spmal arthritis is most common 
in young men. No one k nows why this should 
be the case and it is still debated among medical 
men as to w hether this disease of the spine is a 
variety of the more common rheum atoid arthri­ 
tis involving other joints or w hether it is purely 
a spinal disease. 
This form of spinal arthiitis is particularly 
distressing. It causes a good deal of pain and 
stiffness. Unless properly treated, it tend.s to 
cause the body to be bent forward and also 
interferes with proper expansion of the chest. 
After many years, it usually results in a com­ 
plete stiffening of the spine—called pok er spine 
—and when this occurs, the pain disappears. 
W hat is the best treatm ent is still uncertain, 
although some have reported good results with 
X -ray treatm ents. A few patients have been 
treated w ith cortisone or ACTH with iaiily 
good results.
